One  of  the  anxieties  of  the  Committee  was  whether  there 
would  be  adequate  facilities  'for  the  treatment  of  - Measles, 
and  Whopping  Cough,  Which  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Joint 
Isolation  Hospital  Board,.  During  the  winter  months  there 
v/as  a good  deal  of  Scabies  in  the  County.  ‘ 

Ovilng  to  the  fexpansion  of  the  Work,  it'  was  found  necessary 
to  increase  the  strength  of  the  County  Medical  Officer’s 
Department,  and  Lie  «R  .E  .Killick  who  had  been  many  years  in  a 
responsible  position  with  the  Holland  County  Council  joined 
the  Staff  on  the  15th  April .
